Stockholm, 
Sw eden.— In 
Sweden 
the present year shows a marked in 
crease in disputes between employers 
and employes; and although some seri­ 
ous disputes, affecting a large number 
of hands, were luckily settled without 
strike 
or 
lockout, 
the 
number 
of 
strikes during 1907 has been doubled 
as compared with the sam e period of 
1905. 
During the first quarter of 1905 
there were 37 cases of w’ork being 
stopped, 
directly 
affecting 
102 em 
ployes and 2,700 men; the figures for 
the sam e period in 1906 were 48 stop­ 
pages of labor, affecting 53 employers 
and 2,300 men, and during the first 
quarter of the present year there were 
72 stoppages, affecting 87 employers 
and 3,400 men. At the time of drawing 
up the report five disputes were still 
pending, 49 had resulted in strikes, 13 
in lock-outs and ten w'ere of a more 
complicated nature. 
New York.—A conference of import­ 
ance to the 60,000 skilled mechanics 
in the building trades in this city was 
held, at w’hieh the m aster carpenters’ 
organization gave notice to the Broth­ 
erhood of Carpenters that after Ja n ­ 
uary I their wages will be reduced 
from $5 to $4.50 a day. Because of the 
tightness in the money market the 
construction of buildings • has 
de­ 
creased 50 per cent, aud this the m as­ 
ter carpenters gave as a reason for 
their action. The question has been 
referred to an arbitration board. Me­ 
chanics in other trades are fearful 
that if the m aster carpenters are suc­ 
cessful in reducing wages their ex­ 
ample will be followed by employers in 
other trades. 
Chicago.—One incident in connec­ 
tion with the settlem ent of the tele­ 
graph strike that has not become 
generally known is that the operators, 
when they went back to work, found 
their wages had been cut io per cent. 
This is in spite of the fact that the 
companies have raised the cost of 
m essages from 15 to 35 per cent, over 
the prices which heretofore have paid 
enormous dividends to stockholders. 
Thus the telegraph trust is doing its 
work at IO per cent, less cost, is get­ 
ting from 15 to 35 per cent, more 
money for it than ever before, and the 
public and the operators have to stand 
the loss.—Chicago Journal. 
London, Eng.—Four hundred opera­ 
tive male spindle m akers resumed 
work recently in the Bolton, Oldham 
and Dukinfield districts after being on 
strike for eight weeks against the al­ 
leged encroachments of employers in 
their wage list. 
The employers recog­ 
nized the men’s union, met their lead­ 
er in conference and an amicable set­ 
tlement of the m atters in dispute was 
concluded. 
Norfolk, Va.—The American Federa­ 
tion of Labor adopted caustic resolu­ 
tions against the American and Con­ 
tinental Tobacco companies and call­ 
ing for the boycott of drug stores all 
over the country having certain kinds 
of cigar stands which were ordered on 
the “ We don’t patronize” list. The ex­ 
ecutive council was given authority to 
remove from the “We don’t patronize” 
list the names of concerns and goods 
thereon where international unions 
that asked this are not found to be 
properly pushing the boycotts. 
Chippewa Falls, Wis.—Section men 
here and in other portions of the Wis­ 
consin Central railway have again had 
their wages reduced in the form of a 
lesser number of hours a day, the cut 
being from ten to eight hours. They 
receive from 14 to 15 cents per hour, 
which m akes their daily wage from 
$1.12 
to $1.20. 
London, Eng.—The coal conciliation 
board for the federated area of Great 
Britain met recently to discuss and 
decide upon the m iners’ demand for a 
further advance of 5 per cent, in 
•w ages, making the third advance this 
year, and bringing the aggregate wage 
up to the maximum of 60 per cent, 
above the standard. 
The coal owners 
could not agree, and the matter has 
been referred to Lord Jam es of Here­ 
ford as arbitrator. 
Philadelphia.—Owing to the cancel­ 
lation of an order for 425 locomotives 
by the Pennsylvania railroad the Bald 
win Locomotive company will 
dis­ 
charge 8,000 of its 25,000 men. 
It is 
estim ated that in North Philadelphia 
more than 25,000 men will find them­ 
selves out of employment this winter. 
The Pennsylvania railroad 
employs 
85,000 men in its departments, mostly 
clerks. 
A gradual elimination has be­ 
gun. 
Joliet, 111.—Refusing to accept a re­ 
duction of 25 cents on the day’s wage, 
700 quarry laborers struck here. The 
men have been getting $2 for ten 
hours’ work, but on account of a slack 
season the employers proposed a nine 
hour day at $1.75. 
Boston, M ass.—Boston typographical 
union No. 13 has succeeded in securing 
a new' scale for the wen in newspaper 
offices. This is $27 per week of 42 hours 
on morning papers and $25 on evening 
papers, the sam e hours prevailing. No 
one will be permitted to work more 
than eight hours in any one day unless 
an extraordinary emergency arises. 
Auckland, -N. Z.—The New Zealand 
waterside workers are urging the par­ 
liament of that country to limit the 
size of coal baskets to five to the ton; 
carrying baskets 12 to the ton, and 
grain sacks to not more than 200 
pounds. 


Kenosha, Wis.—Judge E. B. Belden 
in the circuit court issued an injunc­ 
tion against all the labor unions now 
fighting the Badger B rass Manufactur­ 
ing company. 
In addition to the rank 
and file of the unions, many labor lead­ 
ers and special police officers are 
named in the injunction. 
W alter W. 
Button, a former Social Democratic 
candidate for state senator and one 
of the most widely-known laboring men 
in the state, is included as a defend­ 
ant. 
I he scope of the injunction is 
wide, and not only restrains from pick­ 
eting but enjoins from interference 
at the boarding houses in which non­ 
union men are housed, and from boy­ 
cotting any grocery or other supply 
house tarnishing goods to nonunionists 
and their families. 
New lo rk .—Ten thousand men em­ 
ployed on the Pacific Coast extension 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
railroad, it wras learned here, already 
have had their wages reduced 25 cents 
a day, and have been notified of a 
further 
reduction 
of 
25 
cents 
a 
day. 
These reductions are the direct 
result of laying off of men by western 
roads, by mining companies and by 
other industrial establishm ents. 
The 
number of men seeking employment 
has been largely increased by this lay­ 
ing off of men by the St. Paul, which 
for months had difficulty in getting 
enough men for w’ork on its extension. 
Now it is getting all the men it needs 
at reduced pay. 
Indianapolis, Ind.—It is stated that 
•as a result of the conflict between the 
International Typographical union and 
National Typothetae over the estab­ 
lishment of the eight-hour workday ap­ 
proximately 40,000 members of the 
union are enjoying the benefits of the 
shorter hours, while but 2,000 or less 
are still on strike in the cities of Phila­ 
delphia, Detroit, Louisville, Cincinnati, 
Chicago and St. Louis. Since the begin­ 
ning of the strike, January I, 1906, over 
$4,000,000 has been collected from the 
membership by assessm ents and vol 
nntary contributions, and this in turn 
has been disbursed in strike benefits, 
and in pushing the label of the organi­ 
zation and allied crafts. 
South 
Chicago, 
111.—It 
was 
an­ 
nounced that the Chicago Ship Build­ 
ing company would put IOO men back 
to work on account of the rush of 
repair work coming to the yard inci­ 
dental to the closing of the shipping 
season on the lakes. This will make 
about 225 men employed at the yard, 
and IOO more will be added within a 
short time. A year ago the company 
employed about 2,000 workmen, but 
following the strike of last summer all 
new' work was transferred to other 
yards and the force cut down to 125 
men. 
Seattle, Wash.—The Great Northern 
officials have announced that the Hill 
system has granted an increase In 
wages and time allowance amounting 
to approximately $12 a month. 
The 
day’s w’ork of telegraph operators in 
the relay system is reduced from nine 
to eight hours a day, and Sunday over­ 
time is raised from 40 to 50 cents an 
hour. 
A number of other concessions 
are given the men. 
St. Louis, Mo.—The strike of 
St. 
Louis shoe workers has been officially 
called off by the joint executive board 
of the Independent Boot and Shoe 
W orkers’ union, and the strikers be­ 
gan making applications for re-employ­ 
ment as individuals. About 23,000 men, 
women and boys were affected at the 
time of the walk-out, but many went 
back to work during the last few 
weeks. 
Providence.—It was announced that 
the working hours would be shortened 
for an indefinite period by the Gorham 
M anufacturing company, 
the Peace­ 
dale Manufacturing company and the 
Valley Falls M anufacturing company. 
This shortening of hours is stated to 
be made necessary by a curtailment of 
business. 
About 2,500 employes will 
feel the result. 
W ashington.—The total number of 
men killed while mining coal in the 
I nited States during 1906, according 
to statistics gathered by the geological 
survey, was 2,061. 
The number of 
workmen receiving injuries in this in­ 
dustry more or less serious, but not 
fatal, was 4,798 during the sam e pe­ 
riod. 
Wheeling, W. Va.—The entire plant 
of the Riverside department of the 
National Tube company at Bedford, 
W. Va., near here, suspended opera­ 
tions for the first time in its history. 
The plant em braces steel and pipe 
mills and twro blast furnaces and em­ 
ploys 4,000 men. 
New Castle, Pa,—The Lehigh Port­ 
land Cement company’s plant here, em­ 
ploying 1,400 men, shut down. 
It is 
not known when operations will begin. 
W ashington—United States Consul 
H arris of Sm yrna reports that the 
number of peasants emigrating from 
A sia Minor to the United States is 
large, so much so that the Ottoman 
government, fearful 
lest the 
whole 
province be depleted of able-bodied 
men, has refused to permit anyone to 
leave the country except upon giving a 
guarantee that he will return. 
New York.—Labor organizations in 
the state have a membership of more 
than one-fourth of the total number of 
votes. 
The aggregate membership of 
the $,459 unions is 414,718, including 
12,515 women members.

EDITO R S OF M A N Y PAPERS. 


COMBATTING A COMMON EVIL 


Practices 
of 
Sending 
Dollars 
from 
Communities Where Earned Helps 
Along the Centralization of 
Business. 


Apparently the press is now fully

money from their neighborhoods, and 
by severe criticism s of patrons of out- 
of-town 
concerns

m ark” and fail to accomplish what is 
much desired. 
None will gainsay that the wage- 
earner has the inherent right to spend 
his earnings wherever he desires. 
If 
he wishes to buy his clothes in some 
distant city, he has that 
privilege. 
Sometimes he may have cause to do 
so. 
His home merchants may not 
carry in stock what he wishes to se­ 
cure. 
Others may charge him what 
he 
considers 
an 
exorbitant 
price. 
Quite often he may learn that 
he 
m akes a m istake by buying 
goods 
without 
a 
careful 
examination 
of 
them. 
AV hen this is the case—and it 
frequently is—the purchaser becomes 
a better patron of home institutions 
than ever before. 
But there are a 
few things that the average man and 
woman overlook. It is that the dollars 
that they send away means money 
taken out of local circulation, and the 
consequent impoverishing of the com- 
^ 
munity to that extent. Say that there 
not be deceived by the represen- 
are 2,000 people In the community 
tatlons made by alleged cooperators. 
Five dollars a year from each one 
, 
close iavestteation will show that 
sent afar amounts to $10,000 a year 
jnstead of a purely cooperative plan, 
and in ten years $100,000.

Financiering or promoting has be­ 


come a particular science. 
This new 
science has taken the broad name of 
“system ,’’ and to “system ” is attrib­ 
uted a Machiavellism that would make 
insignificant the chicanery 
of 
the 
noted Italian diplomat. At present the 
nation is treated to illustrations of the 
methods of the advocates of “system ” 
through the magazine articles, and the 
disclosures made of the transactions 
of many big concerns which have been 
investigated by the courts. 
When simmered down, it will be 
soon that it is by use of money con­ 
tributed by the m asses of people, and 
placed in the control of the few that 
the m asters of finance are enabled to 
rob and build up at will, give and 
take, and let the people go to the bow­ 
wows. 


It is not the intention herein to deal 
particularly with the gigantic institu­ 
tions, but to show how the principles 
employed by them are also brought 
into use by promoters of schemes of 
lesser degree. 
And here an anomaly 
presents itself, plainly showing how 
short-sighted the m asses of people are. 
the small-caliber schemers who apply 
“system ” use as their main props the 
cry of “(rust’’ and “ robbers.” 
Well 
they know the cupidity of the m asses, 
and by presenting what appears 
a 
plausable scheme of cooperation get 
from out the pockets of the people 
money with which to carry on busi­ 
ness. This plan of working is generally 
a stock-selling scheme, a membership 
plan with promise of selling goods at 
wholesale prices, and the paying of 
large dividends. 
A number of such 
concerns have lately come into exist­ 
ence. 
Some of them have such mam­ 
moth things in view that if their plans 
could be successfully carried out, It 
would be the building up of greater 
monopolies than those that they hold 
up before the people as justification 
cf their own existence.

M ISU SE OF T H E M A ILS. 


How tho Law Reads Under Which the 
Postal Department Excludes Frauds. 


Section 5480 revised statutes of the 
United States pertaining to illegal use 
of the mails reads as follows: 
“Any 
person, who having devised or intend­ 
ed to devise any scheme or artifice to 
defraud or to be affected by either 
opening or intending to open corre­ 
spondence or communication with any 
other person whether resident within 
or without the United ^States, by rea­ 
son of the post office establishm ent of 
the United States or by inciting such 
other persons to open communication 
with the person so devising or in­ 
tending, 
and 
for 
executing 
such 
scheme or artifice, or attem pting to 
do so, shall place any letter or pack­ 
age in any post office of the United 
States, or .take or receive therefrom, 
such persons so misusing the m alls 
shall be punishable by a fine of not 
more than five hundred dollars ($500) 
and imprisonment of not more than 
eighteen (18) months, or by both such 
punishments.”

They are content to have 
their pet scheme known as the drain­ 
age ditch 
with the accent on “ the”—— 
but they do insist that they have the 
biggest drainage ditch 
in 
Missouri, 
length, depth, width and cost consid­ 
ered. 
7 he pride of Bates county in this 
immense 
engineering 
undertaking 
seem s to be justified. The ditch when 
completed will be 2 3 ^ miles long, 
more than half as long as the Panama 
canal which is 46 miles long. The nav­ 
igable depth of the Panam a affair is 
85 feet. The deepest cut in the Brftes 
county ditch is 26 feet. 
At its widest 
point, the Bates county channel is 90 
feet at the bottom and 135 feet at the 
top. 
For miles, the width of the bot­ 
tom is 60 feet with the slope, in en­ 
gineer’s parlance, one-to-one, meaning 
that for every foot in depth„the side 
must widen a foot. 
This m akes the 
embankment have an angle of 45 de­ 
grees. 
i he cost is $370,000, raised by 
selling six per cent, bonds at a pre­ 
mium of $14,000 October 20, 1906. 
A wonderful feat to be paid for vol­ 
untarily by farmers. 
More wonderful, 
indeed, is the accomplishment when it 
is remembered that the deficiencies of 
the old drainage law discouraged such 
progress. 
\ e t a few wide aw ake men 
saw the opportunity, helped to amend 
the old statute and then set to work 


The man with a sm all farm had as 
large a vote as a man with thousands 
of acres. Trivial objections often were 
magnified. 
Luckily, 
Southeast 
Mis- 
sour!—Scott, Dunkin, Ste. Genevieve. 
Cape Girardeau,

Stoddard 
and a few others—were also asking 
relief, so after a convention at Cape 
Girardeau, in which Bates county par­ 
ticipated, the present law was passed.

though court proceedings were brought 
testing the legality of the petition and 
other incidental features, defeat in the 
circuit court insured the standing of 
the bonds that were ordered. 
Their total amount was $370,000, but 
the promoters had figured the cost 
and the resulting benefits. They found 
that in round numbers % bout 39,000 
acres of land would be kept from the 
dreaded annual overflow, and that the 
cost per acre would be $10.93, which 
could be paid off on the installment 
plan. 
The method of assessm ent is . 

The basis is 
that land is either overflow land or it 
is not. A ssessm ents are made on each 
forty acres, the size of a man’s farm 
making no difference.

He who thinks that a 10,000-acre 
farm under control of one man, who 
reaps all the profits of its operation, is 
better than IOO 100-acre farm s owned 
by IOO men, each of whom reaps the 
reward of his labor reasons erroneous­ 
ly. If the big farm is not for the best 
why then build up big stores in the 
large cities that do the business of 
1,000 small stores in 
the ‘ sm aller 
towns? 
Why kill off the business of 
the 
local 
town 
and 
help 
make 
wealthier the proprietors of the big 
concerns in the great cities? 
E ses 
this question call for an answ er? 


Unsound Cooperative Concerns. 
“ Self-preservation is one of the first 
laws of nature,” wrote some 
thinker 
long ago, and time has failed to prove 
it untrue. 
Yet how many commit in­ 
voluntary suicide by unwisely follow­ 
ing the instructions of some quack 
doctor in their efforts to cure them­ 
selves of some ailm ent? 
And how 
many more bring to themselves finan­ 
cial ruin 
by 
wild 
speculation 
In 
schemes that they know little about, 
prompted by glittering 
promises of 
great returns for little money. Lately 
numerous alleged cooperative mercan­ 
tile establishm ents have sprung up in 
large cities and are seeking the sup­ 
port of farm ers throughout the coun­ 
try. 
Don’t U ke the advice of the 
“quack doctor” and commit financial 
suicide by Investing in them and giv­ 
ing them your patronage instead of 
the business place of your own town.

From Ottawa it meanders 
across the line into Bates county, Mis­ 
souri, and zigzags across the south­

far from Jefferson City. 
The people of Bates county 
have 
learned to hear of rain in K ansas with 
fear. 
An ordinary downpour 
in

damp season means that the Marie des 
Cygnes, 
usually 
an 
orderly 
water­ 
course, will spread 
over 
miles and 
miles of country. 
There 
have 
been 
times when during alm ost an entire 
summer it was im possible to drive 
from Rich Hill to Papinville, a small 
village ten miles east and south of this 
place. 
Even in ordinary dry weather, 
long lakes of pond lily depth must be 
skirted by the roads. 
In 
tim es 
of 
freshets, the Marie des Cynges is like­ 
ly to change its course by the erosion 
of the soft dirt banks. 
A man may 
own acres of land before a rainstorm 
and when 
the 
overflow 
from 
the 
stream has subsided, he may find it 
gone, perhaps over a neighbor’s field 
or perhaps in the bottom of the river 
that has decided to change its course. 
So It was not surprising that a few 
levelheads got together and decided 
that the overflow must be stopped. 
They engaged engineers 
and 
found 
that relief was possible. According to 
the engineers the 73 
crooked 
miles 
that the Marie des Cygnes took In go­ 
ing from one line of Bates county to

“ When the ditch is completed, which 
will he within two years, this land will 
be worth as much as sim ilar land In 
Illinois and Indiana. Its character is 
the same. It is close to the markets. 
The health of the community is al­ 
ready good, even with the overflows, 
so that there certainly will be no dan* 
ger from this source. Rich Hill a* 
ready has felt the impetus of th e4 0 
migration. The drainage ditch' is a 
success, and will be more so aa tbs 
years pass.”

At the time of drawing 
up the report five disputes were stll 
pending, 49 had resulted In strikes, 13 
in lock-outs and ten were ot a mon 
complicated nature 


New York—A conference of import 


ance to the 60,000 skilled mechanics 
In the building trades In this city was 
held, at which the master carpenters 
organization gave notice to the Broth 
erhood ot Carpenters that after Jan 
nary 1 thetr wages will be reduced 
from $5 to $4 50 a day Because of the 
tightness in the money market the

Others may charge him wha 
he considers an exorbitant price 
Quite often he may learn that he 
makes a mistake by buying goods 
without a careful examination o 
them. When this is the case—and II 
frequently Is—the purchaser becomes 
a better patron of home Institutions 
than ever before. 
But there are 


few things that the average man and 
woman overlook. It Is that the dollars 
that they send away means money 
taken out of local circulation, and the 
consequent impoverishing of the com 
munity to that extent. Say that there 
are 2,000 people in the community 
Five dollars a year from each one 
sent afar amounts to $10,000 a year, 
and in ten years $100,000. Supposing 
that a fifth or sixth of this represent- 
ed the profits that should be left in 
the community. 
It would be quite 


enough to establish a business enter- 
prise that would support several fam- 
ilies. But from some communities the 
average amounts sent away for goods 
Is from a third to a half and often 
more than the total paid or needed 
supplied. Think of what a great loss 
that Is! Think that this trade, given 
to the home town, would Immediately 
Increase its business from a third to 


half! 
How many years would it 


take If the home trade principle was 
adhered to strictly before your town 
would be more than double In size9 
It would only require a very Jew 
years 
And with the growth of -the 


town everyone living within Its limits 
and Its trade radius would receive a 
Benefit. 


All the residents of a community 


lave common Interest fn It 
The la- 


borer, the farmer, the merchant, the 
doctor and the lawyer prosper In com 
mon. Their interests are parallel. 
The community Is cooperative. If the 
merchant employed men from some 
distant city to do his work, would 
patronize an out-of-town doctor and 
he town doctor send away for the 
lelp he needed", the laborer would suf- 
fer, and suppose that the laborers 
would send away for their eggs, their 
vegetables, fruit, butter, etc., would 
not the farmer be affected7 Suppose 
hat the merchant is compelled to do 
business without profit; can he pay 
as good wages to his help as they 
should be entitled to? 
So it goes 


down the line. The better the home 
own can be made, the better it is for 
ill. 
Be a patron of home Industry, 


and by being such you assist yourself 
and all In your neighborhood.

How the Law Reads Under Which the 


Postal Department Excludes Frauds. 


Section 6480 revised statutes of the 


United States pertaining to Illegal use 
ot the malls reads as follows: "Any 
person, who having devised or Intend- 
ed to devise any scheme or artifice to 
defraud or to be affected by either 
opening or intending to open corre- 
.pondence or communication with any 
other person whether resident within 
or without the United States, by rea- 
son of the post office establishment ot 
the United States or by inciting such 
other persons to open communication 
with the person so devising or in- 
tending, 
and tor executing such 


scheme or artifice, or attempting to 
do so, shall place any letter or pack- 
age in any post office of the United 
States, or Jake or receive therefrom, 
uch persons ao misusing the malls 
hall be punishable by a one of not 
more than five hundred dollars ($500) 
and imprisonment of not more than 
eighteen (18) months, or by both such 
4inl*hmsttts,"

HOW SCHEMERS WORK, 


Cooperative Plans Used to Get Usv'lars 


from the People of the 


Financiering or promoting has be- 


come a particular science. T.hls jftw 
science has taken the broad nawe of 
"system," and to "system" 1* attrib- 
uted a Machlavelllam that would make 
insignificant the chicanery ot the 
noted Italian diplomat. At present the 
nation is treated to illustrations of the 
methods of the advocates of "system' 
through the magazine articles, and the 
disclosures made of the transactions 
of many big concerns which have been 
Investigated by the courts. 


When simmered dawn, it will be 


seen that It is by use of money con 
tributed by the masses of people, and 
placed In the control ot the few that 
the masters of finance are enabled to 
rob and build up at will, give and 
take, and let the people go to the bow- 
wows. 


It is not the intention herein to deal 


particularly with the gigantic institu- 
tions, but to show how the principles 
employed by them are also brought 
Into use by promoters of schemes of 
lesser degree. And here an anomaly 
presents itself, plainly showing how 
short-sighted the masses of people are. 
the small-caliber schemers who apply 
"system" use as their main props the 
cry of "Jrust" and "robbers." Well 
they know the cupidity of the masses, 
and by presenting what appears 
plausable scheme of cooperation get 
from out the pockets of the people 
money with which to carry on busi- 
ness. This plan of working Is generally 
a stock selling scheme, a membership 
plan with promise ot selling goods at 
wholesale prices, and the paying of 
large dividends. A number of such 
concerns have lately come into exist- 
ence. Some ot them have such mam- 
moth things in view that if their plans 
could be successfully carried out, It 
would be the building up of greater 
monopolies than those that they hold 
up before the people as justification 
of their own existence. 


Do hot be deceived by the represen- 


tations made by alleged cooperate™. 
A close investigation will show that 
instead of a purely cooperative plan, 
It Is a scheme simply with the object 
of getting from the people money with 
which to carry on business for the 
personal gain of a few. Don't invest 
money In any alleged cooperative 
store or concern located in the large 
cities, and of which you know nothing 
other than the representations made 
by their promoters. 
Remember that 


it Is a poor scheme that does not carry 
with all appearances ot Bomxdneas, for 
this is essential to the success of it. 


WANDERING WEARY WILLIES. 


Tewns by Adopting Proper Ordinances 
Can Assist In Decreasing Vagrancy. 


Like unto the poor, the tramps and 


the "hoboes," it seems, we have "with 
us always " With the coming of win- 
ter they drift from the north to the 
south. 
The torrid heat of summer 


finds them wending thetr way to the 
northern climate. While for the last 
decade of years prosperity has been 
universal 
throughout 
the 
United 


States, and employment for all willing 
o work, still the wandering, lonely, 
unfortunate, remain as an object les- 
son of ignorance and indolence. Still 
n America conditions are such and 
ocal laws have tended toward better- 
ng the conditions of these "Weary 
Willies," and we find year after year 
heir number is decreasing. They are 
he unfortunates of humanity. Men 
with morbid mentalities, with criminal 
nstlncts developed that make them a 
menace to the public. There Is the 
larmless tramp, a proper place for 
him should be in the home for feeble- 
minded; there is the indolent tramp, 
with all mental' faculties developed 
whose place should be in the work- 
house, and there is also the wandering 
vampire, who is the criminal at heart 
and whose proper place should be in 
the penitentiary. It towns should have 


rdlnances regulating the employment 
>f those within its confines, and if 
uch ordinances are properly framed 
o as to impose a penalty upon the 
vagrant who mayhaps visit the place, 
t will soon be found- that such towns < 
will be avoided and the troublesome 
Isitors to the community will seek 
fields elsewhere.

TO RECLAIM MANY ACRES 


BIO BATES COUNTY ENTERPRISE, 


COSTING $370,000, WILL GIVE 


IMMENSE VALUE TO LAND 


THAT IS NOW ALMOST 


WORTHLESS. 


Rich Hill, Mo.—They're digging it 


deep, wide and long In /Bates county. 
They are Inviting comparison with the 
Panama canal and are not ashamed of 
the home product. They do this •with- 
out using the high sounding title of In 
land waterway, navigable channel or 
river route They are content to have 
their pet scheme known as the drain' 
age ditch—with the accent xm "the"— 
but they do Insist that they have the 
biggest drainage ditch in 
Missouri, 


length, depth, width and coat consid- 
ered. 


The pride of Bates county in this 


immense 
engineering 
undertaking 


seems to he justified The ditch when 
completed will be 23% miles long, 
more than half as long as the Panama 
eanal which Is 46 miles long. The nav- 
igable depth of the Panama affair 1* 
85 feet 
The deepest cut In the Bafas 


county ditch Is 26 feet 
At Its widest 


point, the Bates county channel Is 90 
feet at the bottom and 136 feet at the 
top. &>r miles, the width of the bot- 
tom Is 60 feet with the slope. In en- 
gineer's parlance, one-to-one, meaning 
that for every foot in depth,,the side 
must widen a foot. This makes the 
embankment have an angle of 45 de- 
grees The cost Is $370,000, raised by 
Belling six per cent, bonds at a pre- 
mium of $14,000 October 20, 1906. 


A wonderful feat to bo paid for vol- 


untarily by farmers. Moie wonderful, 
Indeed, is the accomplishment when It 
s remembered that the deficiencies of 
,he old drainage law discouraged such 
progress. Yet a few wide awake men 
saw the opportunity, helped to amend 
he old statute and then set to work 


The man with a small farm bad a* 
large a vote as a man with thousand* 
of acres Trivial objection* often were 
magnified. Luckily, Southeast HI*- 
sour!—Scott, Dunkln, Bte. Oenevleve. 
Cape Gtrardeau, Madison, Stoddard 
and a few others—were also asking 
relief, so after a convention at Cap* 
Oirardeau, In which Bate* county par- 
ticipated, the present law was passed. 
It permits the formation of drainage 
district much in the same manner that 
sidewalks are secured In the cities. 
A majority of the property owners to 
be affected sign a petition and th*> 
county court takes action. A majority 
of the acreage can force the building 
of a drainage ditch. The cost 1* as- 
sessed in proportion to the benefit* 
derived. 


J. F, Kern of Butler and John IX 


Moore of Rich Hill took the Initiative 
and secured the necessary number of 
signatures. Mr. Kern ae the largest 
land owner—he held 4,000 acre*—per- 
suaded the owners of the land to jolD 
in the movement. It did not take lone 
for they worked Intelligently and 
though court proceedings were brought 
testing the legality of the petition and 
other Incidental features, defeat in the 
circuit court Insured 'the standing of 
the bonds that were ordered. 


Their total amount was $370,000, but 


the promoters had figured the cost 
and the resulting benefits. They found 
that In round numbers %boot 39,000 
acres of land would be kept from the 
dreaded annual overflow, and that the 
cost per acre would be f 10.93, which 
could be paid off on the installment 
plan 
The method ot assessment t* 


simple, though unique. The basis I* 
that land Is either overflow land or It 
s not Asseuments are made on each 
forty acres, the size of a man'* farm 
making no difference. Thus, if 30 
acres of a certain "40" are overflow 
and, the owner pay* on each acre 78 


n earnest. They had land once worth 
en dollars an acre. Now they are sell- 
ng it for 120, $22 and $25 an acre- 
end then letting real estate men "turn 
t over" again to hundreds ot Imml 
grants from Illinois and Indiana. The 
mmigrants have seen how drainage 
paid In their own states and are will 


ig to wait two or three years when 
hey may decide to sell again—finally 
or $60, $76 and $100 an acre. They 
have seen the evolution and believe In 
he future for experience has taught 
hem the inevitable benefits of 'owning 
drained land 


The Marie des Cynges river Is the 


champion crooked stream ot western 
Kansas and western Missouri. It be- 
gins south of Topeka and Is one of the 
attractions ot the Ottawa Chautauqua 
which It usually overflows about every 
ither year. From Ottawa it meanders 
across the line Into Bates county, Mis- 
souri, and zigzags across the south- 
irn part of this county Into Vernon 
and back again before the Osage river 
inally captures the stream and pro- 
eeds on to the Missouri not ao very 
ar from Jefferson City. 


The people of Bates county have 


earned to hea> of rain in Kansas with 
ear. 
An ordinary downpour in 
a 


lamp season means that the Marie des 
!ygnes, usually an orderly water- 
sourse, will spread over miles and 
lies of country. There have been 
Imes when during almost an entire 
ummer it was impossible ,to drive 
rom Rich Hill to Paplnville, a small 
Illage ten miles east and south of this 
jlace. Even In ordinary dry weather, 
ong lakes of pond lily depth must be 
klrted by the roads. In times ot 
reshets, the Marie des Cynges Is like- 
y to change its course by the erosion 
f the soft dirt banks. A man may 
wn acres of land before a rainstorm 
nd when the overflow 
from 
the 


tream has subsided, he may find it 
one, perhaps over a neighbor'* field 
r perhaps In the bottom of the river 
hat has decided to change its course. 


So it was not surprising that a few 
velheads got together and decided 
tat the overflow must be stopped, 
'hey engaged engineers 
and found 


lat relief was possible. According to 
le engineers the 73 crooked miles 
hat the Marie des Cygnes took In go-

McWIIIIams of Mattoon, III., and Small 
Bros, of Iowa, to help on different sec- 
tions. Foohey & Son* are doing the, 
biggest portion of the work, about 19 
miles. A. V. Willis ft Sons are doing 
the deepest portion, at the southern 
end of the ditch. 


Though the main ditch is 23H mlte*\e, 


long, two dredge boats of a small type 
are busy cutting laterals that will 
total 11 miles in length. Small ditch- 
ing will drain lower places Into them. 
Already the county court 
has pur- 


chased the bridges for crossing the 
ditch—one bridge every two 
miles. 


Each ot these bridges costs $3.200. 
and these must be paid for by th*> 
drainage district. 


"We have tried to complete this big 


job In the right fashion," said John D. 
Moore, vice-president of the Farmers' 
and Manufacturers' bank of Rich Hill. 
"The property owners have already 
made money, simply through the fact 
that the ditch Is being built. I kno^ 
ot one man who protested against the 
ditch and who has since sold his land 
for a profit of $1.000. 
Another has 


cleared $10,000, while the biggest oper- 
ator Is supposed to have put away 
about $60.000 through the handling of 
this fine land.

ing company. In addition to tte rank 
and file of the unions, many labor lead- 
ers and special police officers are 
named in the injunction. Walter W. 
Britton, a former Social Democratic 
candidate for state senator and one 
of the most widely-known laboring men 
in the state, is included as a defend- 
ant. The scope of the injunction is 
wide, and not only restrains from pick- 
eting but enjoins from interference 
at the boarding houses In which non- 
union men are housed, and from boy- 
cotting any grocerv or other supply 
house furnishing goods to nonunionlsts 
and their families. 


New York.—Ten thousand men em- 


ployed on the Pacific Coast extension 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
railroad, it was learned here, already 
have had their wages reduced 25 cents 
a day, and have been notified of a 
further 
reduction of 25 cents a 


day 
These reductions are the direct 


result of laying off of men by western 
roads, by mining companies and by 
other Industrial establishments. The 
number of men seeking employment 
has been largely Increased by this lay- 
ing off of men by the St Paul, which 
for months had difficulty in getting 
enough men for work on its extension. 
Now It Is getting all the men it needs 
at reduced pay. 


Indianapolis, Ind—It is stated that 


as a result of the conflict between the 
International Typographical union and 
National Typothetae over the estab- 
lishment of the eight-hour workday ap- 
proximately 40,000 members of the 
union are enjoying the benefits of the 
shorter hours, while but 2,000 or less 
are still on strike in the cities of Phila- 
delphia, Detroit, Louisville, Cincinnati, 
Chicago and St. Louis. Since the begin- 
ning of the strike, January 1, 1906, over 
$4,000,000 has been collected from the 
membership by assessments and vol- 
untary contributions, and this in turn 
has been disbursed In strike benefits, 
and in pushing the label of the organi- 
zation and allied crafts 


South Chicago, 111—It was

the present year shows a marked in- 
crease In disputes between employers 
and employes, and although some serf' 
oiu disputes, affecting a large number 
of hands, were luckily settled without 
strike or Jockout, the number of 
strike* during 1907 has been doubled 
as compared with the same period of 
1905. 
During the first quarter of 1905 


there were 37 cases of work being 
stopped, directly affecting 108 em- 
ployes and 2,700 men, the figures for 
the same period In 1906 were 48 stop- 
pages of labor, affecting S3 employers 
and 2,300 men, and during the first 
quarter of the present year there were 
73 stoppages, affecting 87 employers 
•nd 3,400 men. At the time of drawing 
up the report five disputes were still 
pending, 49 had resulted in strikes, 13 
in lock-outs and ten were of a more 
complicated nature 


New York—A conference of import- 


ance to the 60,000 skilled mechanics 
In the bunding trades In this city was 
held, at which the master carpenters' 
organization gave notice to the Broth- 
erhood of Carpenters that after Jan- 
uary 1 their wages will be reduced 
from $5 to $4 50 a day Because of the 
tightness in the money market the 
construction of buildings • has 
de- 


creased 50 per cent, aud this the mas- 
ter carpeuteis gave as a reason for 
their action The question has been 
referred to an arbitration board. Me- 
chanics in other trades are fearful 
that if the master carpenters are suc- 
cessful in reducing wages their ex- 
ample will be followed by employers in 
other trades 


Chicago—One incident in connec 


tlqp with the settlement of the tele 
graph strike that has not become 
generally known is that the operators, 
when they went back to work, found 
their wages had been cut io per cent. 
This is in spite of the fact that the 
companies have raised the cost of 
messages from 15 to 35 per cent over 
the prices which heretofore have paid 
enormous dividends to stockholders 
Thus the telegraph trust is doing its 
work at 10 per cent less cost, is get-

earner has the Inherent right to spend 
his earnings wherever he desires. If 
he wishes to buy his clothes in some 
distant city, he has that 
privilege. 


Sometimes he may have cause to do 
so. 
His home merchants may not 


carry in stock what he wishes to se- 
cure. Others may charge him what 
he considers an exorbitant price. 
Quite often he may learn that he 
makes a mistake by buying 
goods 


without a careful examination of 
them. When this is the case—and it 
frequently Is—the purchaser becomes 
a better patron of home institutions 
than ever before. 
But there are a 


few things that the average man and 
woman overlook. It Is that the dollars- 
that they send away means money 
taken out of local circulation, and the 
consequent impoverishing of the com- 
munity to that extent. Say that there 
are 2,000 people in the community 
Five dollars a year from each one 
Sent afar amounts to $10,000 a year, 
and In ten years $100,000. Supposing 
that a fifth or sixth of this represent- 
ed the profits that should be left in 
the community. 
It would be, quite 


enough to establish a business enter- 
prise that would support several fam- 
ilies. But from some communities the 
average amounts sent away for goods 
is from a third to a half and often 
more than the total paid or needed 
supplied. Think of what a great loss 
that Is! Think that this trade, given 
to the home town, would Immediately 
Increase Its business from a third to 
a half! 
How many years would it 


take If the home trade principle was 
adhered to strictly before your town 
would be more than double In size9 
It would only require a 
very few 


years 
And with the growth of -the 


town everyone living within its limits 
and Its trade radius would receive a 
benefit. 


All the residents of a community 


have common interest fn It 
The la- 


borer, the farmer, the merchant, the 
doctor and the lawyer prosper in com 
mon. Their interests are 
parallel. 


The community is cooperative. If the 
merchant employed men from some 
distant city to do his work, would 
patronize an out-of-town doctor and 
the town doctor send away for the 
help he needed, the laborer would suf- 
fer, and suppose that the laborers 
would send away for their eggs, their 
vegetables, fruit, butter, etc., would 
not the farmer be affected' Suppose 
that the merchant Is compelled to do 
business without profit; can he pay 
as good wages to his help as they 
should be entitled to? . So it goes 
down the line. The better the home 
town can be made, the better it is for 
all. Be a patron of home Industry, 
and by being such you assist yourself 
and all In your neighborhood.

Financiering or promoting has be- 


come a particular science. .This iftw 
science has taken the broad name of 
"system," and to "system" Is attrib- 
uted a Machlavelliam that would make 
tnsij-niflcant the chicanery 
of 
the 


noted Italian diplomat. At present the 
nation is treated to illustrations of the 
methods of the advocates of "system" 
through the magazine articles, and the 
disclosures made of the transactions 
of many big concerns which have been 
Investigated by the courts. 


When simmered dawn, it will be 


seen that it Is by use of money con- 
tributed by the masses of people, and 
placed in the control of the few that 
the masters of finance are enabled to 
rob and build up at will, give and 
take, and let the people go to the bow- 
wows. 


It is not the Intention herein to deal 


particularly with the gigantic institu- 
tions, but to show how the principles 
employed by them are also brought 
Into use by promote™ of schemes of 
lesser degree. And here an anomaly 
presents itself, plainly showing how 
short-sighted the masses of people are. 
the small-caliber schemers who apply 
"system" use as their main props the 
cry of "Jrust" and "robbers." Well 
they know the cupidity of the masses, 
and by presenting what appears 
a 


plausable scheme of cooperation get- 
from out the pockets of the people 
money with which to carry on busi- 
ness. This plan of working is generally 
a stock selling scheme, a membership 
plan with promise of selling goods at 
wholesale prices, and the paying of 
large dividends. A number of such 
concerns have lately come into exist- 
ence. Some of them have such mam- 
moth things in view that if their plans 
could be successfully carried out, it 
would be the building up of greater 
monopolies than those that they hold 
up before the people as justification 
of their own existence. 


Do hot be deceived by the represen- 


tations made by alleged cooperate™. 
A close Investigation will show that 
instead of a purely cooperative plan, 
it is a scheme simply with the object 
of getting from the people money with 
which to carry on business for the 
personal gain of a few. Don't invest 
money In any alleged 
cooperative 


store or concern located in the large 
cities, and of which you know nothing 
other than the representations made 
by their promoters. Remember that 
it Is a poor scheme that does not carry 
with all appearances of soundness, for 
this is essential to the success of it.

They are Inviting comparison with the 
Panama canal and are not ashamed o 
the home product. They do this -with 
out using the high sounding title of in 
land waterway, navigable channel or 
river route They are content to have 
their pet scheme known as the drain 
age ditch—with the accent xm "the"— 
but they do insist that they have the 
biggest drainage ditch In Missouri 
length, depth, width and coat consid- 
ered. 


The pride of Bates county in this 


immense 
engineering undertaking 


seems to be justified 
The ditch when 


completed will be 23% miles long, 
more than half as long as the Panama 
canal which Is 46 miles long. The nav- 
igable depth of the Panama affair Is 
85 feet 
The deepest cut in the Babes 


county ditch is 26 feet 
At its widest 


point, the Bates county channel Is 90 
feet at the bottom and 135 feet at the 
top. For miles, the width of the bot- 
tom Is 60 feet with the slope, in en- 
gineer's parlance, one-to-one, meaning 
that for every foot in depth,,the side 
must widen a foot. This makes the 
embankment have an angle of 45 de- 
grees 
The cost Is $370,000, raised by 


selling six per cent, bonds at a pre- 
mium of $14,000 October 20, 1906. 


A wonderful feat to be paid for vol-

How the Law Reads Under Which the 


Postal Department Excludes Frauds. 


Section 6480 revised statutes of the 


United States pertaining to Illegal use 
of the malls reads as follows: "Any 
person, who having devised or Intend- 
ed tp devise any scheme or artifice to 
defraud or to be affected by either 
opening or Intending to open corre- 
spondence or communication with any 
other person whether resident within 
or without the United States, by rea- 
son of the post office establishment of 
the United States or by inciting such 
other persons to open communication 
with the person so devising or in- 
tending, and 
for 
executing 
such 


scheme or artifice, or attempting to 
do so, shall place any letter or pack- 
age in any post office of the United 
States, or ^ak« or receive therefrom, 
such persons so misusing the malls 
shall be punishable by a fine ot not 
more than five hundred dollars ($500) 
and imprisonment of not more than 
eighteen (18) months, or by both such 
punishments,"

The Marie des Cynges river is thi 


champion crooked stream ot western 
Kansas and western Missouri. It be 
gins south of Topeka and Is one of the 
attractions of the Ottawa Chautauqua 
which It usually overflows about every 
other year. From Ottawa it meanders 
across the line Into Bates county, Mis 
sourl, and zigzags across the south 
ern part of this county Into Vernon 
and back again before the Osage river 
finally captures the stream and pro- 
ceeds on to the Missouri Dot so very 
far from Jefferson City. 


The people of Bates county have 


learned to hea> of rain in Kansas with 
fear. 
An ordinary downpour in 
a 


damp season means that the Marie des 
Cygnes, usually an orderly water 
course, will spread over miles and 
miles of country. There have been 
times when during almost an entire 
summer it was impossible jto drive 
from Rich Hill to Papinville, a small 
village ten miles east and south of this 
place. Even In ordinary dry weather, 
long lakes of pond lily depth must be 
skirted by the roads. In times ot 
freshets, the Marie des Cynges is like- 
ly to change its course by the erosion 
of the soft dirt banks. A man may 
own acres of land before a rainstorm 
and when the overflow 
from 
the 


stream has subsided, he may find It 
gone, perhaps over a neighbor's field 
or perhaps In the bottom of the river 
that has decided to change its course. 


So it was not surprising that a few 


levelheads got together and decided 
that the overflow must be stopped. 
They engaged engineers and 
found 


that relief was possible. According to 
the engineers the 73 crooked miles 
that the Marie des Cygnes took In go- 
ing from one line of Bates county to 
.he other could be shortened by'mak- 
ing a straight channel 23H miles In 
length. Losing 4»H miles ' of the 
crooks In this river was almost too 
good to be hoped for. Now the reali- 
zation Is only a few months in the 
future.

Each ot these bridges costs $3,200, 
and these must be paid for by thf> 
drainage district.

they would be better off than if the 
started as lawyers, doctors or minis 
ters, who frequently have a hard strug 
gle to support themselves before the 
are well established, and sometime 
have to rely on relations or friends 
help them out of financial difficulties 
The department of state seems 
have recognized this to a certain ex 
tent, for it has sent to some of th 
higher educational Institutions a circu 
lar saying that it is anxious to obtai 
the services of recent graduates froi 
college, and it asks for encouragemeu 
and assistance In this laudable en 
deavor to improve the diplomat! 
corps. It can offer at the beginning 
an annual salary of about 11,800. Thi 
is not a princely recompense, bu 
many respectable and intelligent men 
are supporting families on S600 a yea 
less, and are glad to get that amoun 
even in these times of so-called 
tlonal prosperity.
